2. Whether it be true, that Cions taken off from young Tree?, 
which never yet bloflbm'd, be not good to engraft, and do never come 
to bear ? 

j. Whether Cions of Fruit-Trees grafted upon Forreft-Trces will 
profper and bear ? Some curious Perfons having affirmed, that they 
have tried Cions of Apple-Trees upon Elms, without Succels; yet o- 
thers alluring, that Quinces have been grafted upon Willows, and Pears 
upon White-Thorns, with very good Succels. Where we take the Li- 
berty to fugged, that it would, perhaps, not be amift, to obferve fome 
Affinity in this kind of grafting, as to graft Chcltnut-Cions on Oaks: 
Some would have Cions of Apples try VI on Oaks, and of Wallnuts on 
Afii-Trees, &c.

20. Whether the afhes of Soap-boy lcrs, carried on meddows, and 
they dunged therewith, eat away all moffinefs, and make grow fine 
young grafs ? 

21. Whether the Corn-worms (of which Pirgil faith, populate 
que ingentem f arris acervum GURGULIO,) will be effectually 
driven away by a ftrong decoftion of Wormwood, and by boylmg 
the fame Wormwood in Herring-pickle, and then fprinkling with 
this water the floor where the Corn lyes, and with a little of it the 
Corn it lelf, [lining it well afterwards ?

zy. Whether Locufts, Flies and Gnats will be driven away from 
plants by fmoaking of Wormwood, or by fprinkling Plants with a 
decodfcion of that herb ?
